A Learned Woman. 

The life of Miss Anna Sutton, re- 
cently published in England, presents 
a character which it is more easy to 
admire than to imitate. She was born 
in the province of Ulster, Ireland, in 
1791, and died in 1881. At 20 years 
of age, having previously received only 
a rudimental education, she found a 
Latin grammar, and forthwith at- 
tempted to master it. She learned the 
language, and read all the chief clas- 
sics. Next she took up Greek and read 
the New Testament, Homer, and such 
other Greek works as fellin her way. 
French, Italian, Hebrew, Arabic, and 
Chaldaic followed, and when passed 8% 
years of age she astonished a learned 
descendant of Abraham by conversing 
with him in Hebrew. After the age 
of 70 she lost her eyesight and learned 
to read the books for the blind printed 
in raised letters. She was a devoted 
member of the Methodist communion 
and a “class leader” till within a year 
of her death. She, of course, must 
bave bad an extraordinary aptitude for 
languages. Still, her example shows 
how much more than is supposed the 
average mind is capable of doing, in 
any direction to which the taste may 
lead.

The Expense of Maintaining Monarchs 
on Their Thrones. 


It is interesting to compare the ex. 
pense of maintaining a monarch on a 
throne, and that of supporting a Pres- 
ident in the executive chair of a Re 
public. 

For many years the salary of the 
President of the United States was 
$25,000 a year. This sum, indeed, did 
not represent the entire cost to the 
country of the executive office. The 
Wally Hoss was supported, to some 
ex from the publie purse; and 
there were sundry other sums spent on 


the President's office. The salary of | 


the President was raised to $50,000 a 
year during Gen. Grant’s term, and 
continues at that figure ; and the whole 
expense to-day of the Presidential 
Office is probably something less than 
$100,000 yearly. 

The cost of kingships in the various 
monarchies of Eurdpe is much greater, 
in the smaller nations. The sovereigns, 
in the old days, used to spend pretty 
much what. they pleased out of the 
public revenue. They were mostly ab- 
solute, and would impose taxes at will, 
and so raise an indefinite income for 
their own display and pleasure. This 
is still the case with the -Czar of Rus- 
sia, whose expenditures are never re 
ported and cannot be estimated. The 
Sultan of Turkey, too, has power to 
raise all the taxes he can squeeze out 
of his impoverished and indolent sub- 
jects, and cannot be called to account 
for his spendings. But in all other Eu- 
ropean monarchies the sovereign is re- 
stricted. Absolute despotism with 
them has been replaced by constitu- 
tional systems. The Emperor or King 
can only spend what is voted to him by 
the Parliament or Congress. A device 
new to this century, called the civil 
list, has been adopted by nearly every 
monarchial country, and also by the 
French Republic, The civil list is de- 
signed to provide the sovereigns with 
a ixed income. It comprises a num- 
ber of items, or heads of expenditure ; 
and these are discussed and passed 
upon each year by the several legislz- 
tive Lodies. Of course, each sovereign 
has a greater or smaller private prop- 
erty of his own as a family inheritance; 
with which his subject» have nothing 
todo. The revenues he receives from 
the civil list, therefore, are what might 
be called his salary in hia public ca 
pacity, and by no means show what 
his entire incomeis. The English civ- 
il list, for instance, provides Queen 
Victoria with an income of about two 
million dollars. 

Germany provides the veteran Em- 
peror William with a civil list of about 
three million dollars; which it must 
be difficult for a monarch so frugal and 
simple in his tastes and habits to get 
rid of in the course of a year. His 
private property moreover, adds at 
least a million to that vast sum. 

King Humbert of Italy's civil list is 
three million eighty thousand dollars a 
year, somewhat larger than that of the 
German Emperor; while young Alfon- 
so of Spain has only about a million 
and a half, so impoverished are the 
people of his historic kingdom. 

The lesser nations are, of course, 
more economical. The sovereign of 
Denmark has a civil list allowance of 
two hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars a year; which, however, is 
three times what our President costs. 
The King of Holland gets three hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and the King of 
Greece two hundred and twenty thou- 
sand dollars. 

Thus it is evident that, without re 
gard to any other aspect of the differ- 
ence between monarchies and repub- 
lics, at least the former is much the 
more costly luxury of the two to the 
masses of the people who have to pay 
the bills. 


Distributing the Surplus Revenue. 

A correspondent of the V. Y.Tribwne, 
who remembers receiving as a girl from 
her father the surplus revenue of the 
National Treasury, desires to know in 
what way Congress distributed the sur- 
plus, how much there was of it, etc. 
In June, 1836, a law was passed pro 
viding that the surplus remaining in 
the Treasury on January 1, 1837, above 
$7,500 000, should be deposited witb 
the States in four quarterly instal 
ments in proportion to their represen- 
tation in Congress, subject to recall un- 
der certain conditions in case of ne 
cessity. Three instalments, aggrega 
ting $28,000,000, were thus deposi- 
ted, but owing to change of senti- 
ment and a decreasing revenue, the 
fourth instalment was first postponed 
and finally withheld by Act of Con- 
gress. “Some of the States,” says Mr. 
Wharton Barker ina pamphlet lately 
published on the distribution of the 
National surplus, “used their shares 

well and wisely. In some their inter- 
est still contfnues to defray the expen- 
ses of the public schools. New Hamp 
shire illustrated extreme democratic 
principles by distributing the money 
among ber citizens.”

Oddities In Fur. 

Some there are, with an abundance 
of wealth and a thirsting desire fur 
novelty, who indulge their. taste in 
oddities. A wealthy New York lady 
last season wore a full set of furs of 
leopard skin, and not to be outdone, 
one of her neighbors secured a similar 
set of tiger skins, and since then both 
of these furs are in moderate use. 

The tiger skin rose in price, and one 
season about two years since the mar- 
ket was completely exhausted. Some 
gentlemen wear vests of this skin, thus 
following the eccentric style adopted 
many years ago by the far-famed Gen- 
eral Sam Houston, of Texas. 

Our common wild cat is much used, 
being a handsome fur at moderate pri- 
ees. As for skunk skins, in Europe 
they are readily sold for trimming 
muffs and dresses, but here they must 
receive a new christening before being 
used to any considerable extent. Some- 
times they bear the name of the Aus 
tralian mink, at others, any name to 
suit the fashion. 

The fur of the house cat is much 
used—black, white, Maltese and tor- 
toise-shell having the preference. Last 
year the fur of over 1,200,000 house 
cats was used by the trade. 

Monkey skins are by no means over- 
looked, and 42,000 skins were used last 
season by furriers. The fur of the 
Abyssinian Diana and black monkeys 
are preferred, they being mostly used 
in trimming. In the trimming of gar- 
ments ofttimes a most incongruous set 
of animals are made to harmonize. 
For instance, monkey, skunk and cats 
are all side by side in atrimming known 
only to purchasers as Hoang Ho seal. 
The skins of rats, mice, dogs, oppos- 
sum, kangaroo and bay lynz are sal- 
able, the latter finding much use in 
muffs and boas. The coon hair finds 
special favor in Germany, where it is 
made into hats. Hair of the ox and 
calf is used in the imitation of woolen 
goods. Our skunk, white backed and 
striped, is in Germany dyed and made 
up into muffs and boas, and so dis 
guised we readily buy it as Alaska sa 
ble. Tartar sable dyed passes off read- 
ily as Russian sable, bearded sealskin 
finely imitates leopard skin, while the 
beach marten copies the sable and fox 
skins pass for lynx. Three million 
muskrat skins were collected last year, 
and 15,000 American bear skins and 
the same number of buffalo robes were 
used, Every year there are used 
5,000,000 rabbit skins, 6,000,000 squir- 
rel, 3,000,000 lamb, and there is scarcely 
an animal that has hair but what is 
used in some way. The beaver sacques 
so largely sold in Canada are rarely 
seen here, as they are deemed too heavy 
for this climate.—Cincinnati News.

A PLAIN STATEMENT. 
Before the war the Negro was 
counted in the matter of votes or 
representation in the National 
Congress. After the war, and 
from the days of reconstruction uf 
to the time Hayes was inaugurat- 
ed the negro was given the vote 
and it was counted and the Repub- 
lican party was successful without 
severe strungle, After Hayes as- 
cended to the presidency he tura- 
ed the negros (loyal as they were 
to the Republican party), over to 
the disloyal Democrats of the 
South. What is the difference 
between the negro representation 
at the Sonth before the war and 
his representation to-day? Be- 
fore the war he was counted. but 
not voted; to-day he is voted but 
not counted. Let us right here say 
one thing we have un abiding 
faith in the great and loyal North, 
but the same North must look at 
the stubborn facts in the case, and 
they are, that the North can no 
longer control the North and the 
rest of the United States without 
the negro vote. Now, theu, why 
can it not hold the Negro vote and 
thus maintain northern supremesy 
and the perpetuity of good and 
peaceful government? Simply be- 
cause it did not and does not live 
up to its principles~-to secure 
life, liberty and property as bound 
by the constitution. The northern 
negroes are the salvation of the 
Republican party and are not tools. 
They stood hard by while their 
southern negro brother was sawed 
and quartered in the presence of 
the “brave and human” North. 
They have seen him denied every 
right of manhood, every privilege 
of citizenship, aud the great repub- 
lican North looked on unrufiled. 
The northern wegro has wit- 
nessed massacre after massacre of 
his unfortunate brethren in the 
benighted land while a Republi. 
can administration preached states’ 
rights for their funeral sermons. 
The northern negro has seen the 
lawful majority of ten republican 
pegro representatives in Congress 
overcome by lawlessness in the 
South while a republican admin- 
istration had power to save He 
has seen the overthrow of the Civil 
Rights Bill, which secured Mr. 
Sumner’s estimate of our only 
proper status in this country, 
winked at by the republican par- 
ty. He has noted the late Dap- 
ville massacre and watched the 
perpetrators of it go unpunished 
in the face of a republican presi- 
dent. He has seen the _ great 
negro republican leaders denied 
that patronage which properly 
belongs to them commensurate 
with their fidelily and service to 
the Republican party. 

How can those leaders whoop 
up the northern Negro to action 
in behalf of the grand old party 
in the face of all this? Has not 
the party, in language of Charles 
Sumner, gone away from its 
main principles? Can Douglass, 
Bruce, Pinchback, Elliot, O’ Hara, 
Rainey, Smalls, Lee, Clarke, 
Holland, Deveaux, Lynch, Deas, 
Kennedy and others acquit the 
party of all these truthful char- 
acters when onthe stump? Can 
they tell the colored people that 
they, as the leaders of the 
Negroes in this country, have 
been treated right? Not by a 
jug ful. Negroes, like white men 
want equal political privileges, 
equal civil privileges, and a fair 
proportiou of the spoils of office, 
and are bound to have them or 
we serve notice on the G. O. P. 
that this is its last chance. 


“THE MIND THE STANDARD OF 
THE MAN.” 


A majority of the students in the Na- 
tional College of Pharmacy were so hor- 
rified at the admission of a colored man 
to the class that they made haste to leave 
the institution.

THE PUBLIC PRINTER 


The annual report of the Public Printer, 
transmitted to Congress a few days ago, shows 
that Mr. Rounds has made some great reforms 
since he has had charge of that office. The 
abolition of the old systemof “drying and 
wetting’ paper bas been a saving to the Gov- 
ernment alone of about $25,000. The Public 
Printer states that during the year he has had 
as high as twenty tons of type, “ live matter,” 
and the most of it tabular matter set in non- 
pareil, awaiting return of proofs from the Cen- 
sus Office. The sanitary condition of the 
office, and free egress of the employees in case 
of fire,is excellent. He recommends leaves 
of absence with pay during the year to his 
hard worked employees. His report shows 
that for clogk-work precision and manage- 
mentof that huge printing house the present 
high standard has never before been reached, 
In fact Mr. Rounds’ sterling and business ca- 
pacity comes into as full play managing the 
affairs of the Governmentas if it was a pri- 
vate establishment of his own that he was 
running. 

The colored press throughout the country 
is paying Hon. S. P. Rounds high compliments 
for his fidelity to the colored employees of his 
office and the cotored race in general. The 
Cleveland Gazette, in its issue of last week, 
has a pen sketch of Hon. B. K. Bruce, with 
his cat; and the editor also stated that a pen 
sketch of the Public Printer will appear in 
this week’s issue. Mr. Rounds has done more 
for the colored people in the Government 
Printing Office thau all his predecessors in 
that position. Long live this friend of the 
colored man!

Delivered Thanksgiving Even- 
ing By Mr. M. F. Hamlin, 
at Isreal Bethel E. 
Church. 


Gratitude is the most exalted principle that 
can actuate the heart of man. It has in it, 
something noble, disinterested, and if I may 
be allowed the term, generously devout. Re- 
pentance indicates our nature fallen and 
prayer turns chiefly upon a regard for one’s 
self, but the exercise of gratitude existed in 
Paradise when there was no fault to deplore, 
and will be perpetuated in heaven when God 
shall be all and In all. 

In this great republic of fifty millions of 
people, to<lay the grateful acknowledgments 
of the faithful are being sent heavenward to 
the giver ofall good, The children of human- 
ity oppressed, despite our misfortunes in 
times past,and the gloomy outlook for the 
future, with gratefuland sincere hearts bow 
down at the shrine of Jehovah and give 
thanks to him who with loving kindness hath 
guided us in paths we knew not. 

The past year has been prolific of good to 
the negro race, true it has brought sorrow 
and joy alternately to our hearts; and many 
of our kindsmen and friends have passed 
through the valley of darkness to that un- 
discovered country, Whose maker and builder 
is God. There has been cause for mourning, 
and justly too; for the hand of the enemy has 
slain the innocent, and by reason thereof 
the homes of our unfortunate people at Dan- 
villeand in other Southern cities have pat 
on the habiliments of mourning in token of 
grief that those who were near and dear to 
them, were on account of a vile prejudice 
ushored by murderous hands into the 
presence of the eternal God, without prepara- 
tionand without warning. Yet weare thank- 
ful and heartily grateful to him who knoweth 
the secrets of all hearts, for his loving kind- 
ness toward us. In the dark and gloomy 
midnight of our earlier existence in this 
great christian land, when the star of hope 
had not risen above the horizon to send its 
gleam of light tnto our hearts, when the 
cruel beings who claimed God as their father 
and our fathers as their chattels were seeking 
to alieniate us from the human family, to 
prostitute aud degrade our natures, the 
same almighty andall wise God, unto whom 
we have this day met to render thanks, was 
weighing this nation in the balance, and try- 
ing it in a crucible of fire, shaping its destiny 
and its future leading the negro through the 
midnight of gloom, despair and death into the 
sunlight of freedom and equality. We have 
much more to be thankful for than the white 
race, we have been at the heels of that race 
during every period of ite exislence, and our 
progress and advancement has been such as 
to excite the envy and interest of the baser 
element of that race, Oppressive laws made 
to operate against us, and in favor of white 
men, have only tended to strengthen and 
benefit us. The gratitude of the white race 
toward us, has its origin in envy, oppression 
and prejudice, but God is now as he has been 
‘for all time, on the side of the weak and the 
defenceless, who love and obey his teachings. 
This nation, and I allude to the white race, 
having a continent for its possession and the 
reins of government in its hands must not 
overlook the fact that true goodness and 
true greatness go hand in hand, that the sun 
of righteousness shines alike upon the just 
and unjust, that negro labor and intellect 
have in a large measure contributed to the 
greatness and the glory of this so called 
“Land of the free and home of the brave.” 
Let it therefore not forget to render due honor 
and credit to the faithful biack allies whose 
destiny is linked to the chariot wheels of 
American civilization and progress, Let it 
prove to the world that it is too great intel- 
lectually, morally and in every other way to 
be small, to be little, either in theory or prac- 
tice, toward @ race which, in the expressive 
language of the Poet,

himeelf. In all ages this truth has held good. 
There can be no America without the negro. 
Being a product of its soll not originally: he 
is a necessary and important factor. The 
progress of the white race means the bul iding 
of the black race. And not withstanding the 
decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, we are no less citizens by the virtue of 
the constitution, the magna charter, upon 
which the foundation of this Republic will 
rest securely as longas it deals justly, fairly 
and honestly with all ite citizens. This na- 
tion cannot afford to go backward. Every 
false step |. makes inares to the benefit of the 
negro. Letus then as one man, folly con- 
scious of our peculiar and novel position ren- 
der grateful thanks unto Almighty God for 
all the Diessings we have received at his 
hand and more especially in having brought 
us safely and surely where we now are, mor- 
ally religionsly and intellectually. The die is 
cast. The negro is a fixture on this conti- 
nent, and In the beautiful langaage of Ruth, 
it is saying to the white race, all over this 
country. Entreat me not to leave thee, or to 
return from following after thee, for whither 
thou goest I will go, and where thou lodgest I 
will lodge.
